Milan's June 
tour is off 


AC Milan’s proposed Australian tour in 
June has been called off. 


However, Australian Soccer Federation vice- 
president Michael Weinstein said this week he was confident 


the tour would go ahead at the end of July. 


If not, Milan will be here 
next January, he said. 

' The Victorian Soccer 
Federation, of which Mr. 
Weinstein is chairman, 

’ struck various problems 

in trying to set up the tour 

for June. 

South Australia agreed 
to pay a reduced match 
fee of $15,000 for a game 
in Adelaide on June 21, 
but refused to pay $3000 
for three days’ accom- 
modation. 

Victoria had previously 
undertaken to pay the 
lion's share of Milan’s 
costs — $35,000 — but 
South Australia’s haggling 
meant Victoria would 
have had to pay even 
more. 

Another problem was 
that Milan also wanted a 
game in Bangkok, which 
had not been finalised. 


But the biggest set- 
back was the ASF’s 
refusal to grant permis- 
sion for the tour on the 
grounds that it was too 
close to the tour by 
Greece and because it 
would interfere with 
Philips League fixtures. 

Mr. Weinstein will be in 
Milan for the first three 
days of June and will meet 
club directors on June 1. 

He will try to negotiate a 
tour in late June or in 
January. 

“We will definitely see 
Milan in Australia,”” he 
said. “We have not lost 
them.” . 

Milan, the team of 
Gianni Rivera, finished 
fourth in the Italian 
feague, behind Juventus, 
Vicenza and Torino. 

Total cost of the tour 
would be about $100,000.

The Australian Soccer Federation should have in- 
structed Shoulder to experiment only in the other two 
games — in Melbourne on June 11 and in Sydney on 
June 18 — for neither of these will be billed as full inter- 
nationals. Instead, the Australian team will be an 
“Australian XI". ~ age. 

The ASF should have used the full international 
match as a farewell to the Wilsons, Abonyis and 


‘Rooneys. 


The game could. have been advertised that way and 
perhaps these great and loyal players could have been 
given a small percentage of the gate receipts in recogni- 
tion of their long service. 

Wilson and goalkeeper Jack Reilly have been 
retained for the “unofficial” games but what about 
Rooney, Abonyi and the others? 

At least they could have been paid the courtesy of be- 
ing names in the squad — even if they were asked to sit 
on the bench! 

The inclusiong of Middlesbrough player Craig 
Johnston, in Australia to play guest games for Newcas- 
tle, was a surprise. 

Johnston was quoted in the Press as saying his aim 
was to play for Scotland, as his parents are Scottish. 
What's more Middlesbrough says it would not give 
Johnston permission to play for Australia. 

As for the squad named to play in Melbourne, there 
are a number of glaring omission. 

Among the countless people who rang “Soccer Ac- 
tion” when the squads were announced, was Mike 
O’Hara, understudy to Footscray J.U.S.T's brilliant 
goalkeeper Dennis Boland. 

“Dennis has to be the best goalkeeper in Australia at 
the moment, yet he’s left out. It’s unbelievable,” O'Hara 
said. - 

Joe Palinkas, the J.U.S.T. right winger, is clearly the 
best man in that position in the whole league, yet he too 
has been left out, while John Nyskohus of Adelaide 
Juventus is in the squad to play in Melbourne. 

Surely Palinkas deserved a chance in front of his 
home crowd. 

Similarly, J.U.S.T. centre back Jim Kondarios should 
have been in the Melbourne squad, for he’s even better 
than Croatia’s Steve Kokoska, who did rate a mention.

Who put us on that map? 

Rale Rasic and his merry 
men in the qualifying series 
for the World Cup and the 
Cup finals themselves In 
1974. 

Who were the men who 
performed so creditably for 
Australia, or is ita sin to ask? 

Let me tell you a story of 
one man who took part in the 
greatest success of Australian 
soccer on the world scale. 

His name: Doug Ut- 
jesenovic. 

After playing some 35 
games for OFK Belgrade in 
the Yugoslav First Division, 
Utjesenovic found his way to 
Australia as part of a party of 
players to join the Melbourne 
Blues, Yugoslav-backed 
JUST 


The Victorian selectors 
were quick to spot a good 
player and his name began to 
appear on the team sheet of 
the Victorian representative 
team. 

Dougie moved to Sydney 
after St George decided to 
acquire the services of the 
brilliant full back. 

Almost eight years ago 
Doug Utjesenovic joined the 
St George Budapest club and 
Dougie proved a great suc- 
cess, not only as a club man 
but also as a representative 
player. 

In club matches or in a 
representative fixture the 
tandem of Utjesenovic — 
Abonyl was well known and 
respected. Probing runs by 
Utjesenovic, followed by 
those curling crosses, and the 
great anticipation by Abonyi 
used to highlight many a 
match of St George and 
Australia. 

. Then St George decided to 
part with Abonyi-. 

The prodigal son of St 
George who, like Utjesenovic 
started his Australian career 
in Melbourne, was sold for 
$8000 to State League team 
Croatia. 

Then at the beginning of 
last season, Mark Jankovic, 


one of the most talented 
forwards Australia has 
produced, was sold to Mar- 
coni, to the delight of Rale 
Rasic and Marconi president 
Tony Labozzetta. 

With so much talent gone 
from the striking line, the 
defence inevitably had to 
meet the consequences.

Helmut Schoen, the 
most sucessful 
national team 
manager of all time, 
does not believe that 
Playing in South 
America will be a ma- 
jor problem for Ger- 
many and the other 
European teams in the 
World Cup. 

The man who has led 
Germany to a World Cup 
win, a second place, a 
third place and to triumph 
in the European cham- 
pionship, says: 

“The climate in South 
America is better than 
what we are used to, the 
South American teams 
are familiar to us, our 
preparation has been 
thorough, including a tour 
of the place. 

“Most of our leading 
clubs have also toured 
there and most of our 
players have actual ex- 
perience of the con- 
ditions.” 

Helmut Schoen, 63, is 
to lead Germany in his 
last World Cup. He retires 
straight after the finals, to 
make room for his suc- 
cessor Jupp Derwall, who 
has been managing the 
national B team. 

Schoen, son of a 
Dresden art dealer, had 
an academic upbringing 
and took up football 
merely as a hobby. 

He was an- inside 
forward with Desdener 
FC, with whom he won the 
championship and Cup. 
Between 1937 and 1941 
he represented Germany 
16 times and scored 17 
goals for his country. An 
amateur, he worked in a 
bank during the week, 
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German national team 

manager Helmut 
Schoen. 


and also learned English 
and French during his 
youth. 

After working as 
regional coach for 
Saarland, Schoen was 
asked by the then national 
coach Sepp Herberger to 
work under him. 

Herberger, who led 
Germany to the 1954 
World Cup win, groomed 
Schoen as his successor. 
Schoen took over in 1964, 
when Herberger retired. 

Talking about his team 
selections, Schoen says: 
‘In my view, age doesn’t 
matter. You must pick 
players on ability, not on 
an entry on a birth cer- 
tificate. | have often been 
described as someone 
who is in favor of ‘block’ 
selection and that is why 
our 1972 team was a 
Bayern - Moencher- 
gladbach mixture. This is 
a totally false conclusion. 
| have always picked the 
best players, irrespective 
6f cluh colors.” 

. Schoen says his job as 
national coac 
easier by the nature of the . 
Bundesliga -and- the 

federation 
coaching set-up, 2 : 

“Our Bundesliga 
coaches encourage at- 
tacking football, players 
with vision and flair. Ball 
technique is very impor- 
tant. In nine games per 
week, German teams 

usually score between 28 
and 34 goals.

“We have a very 
thorough coaching 
system throughout, Boys 
are coached from a very 
early age, and our federa- 
tion staff keep records on 
all promising youngsters. 

“| have known boys tike 
Overath and Becken- 
bauer since they were 10 
years ald. 

“I watched their 
progress through the 
various stages of their 
development and 
remember when they first 
played for the UEFA youth 
team of Germany. 

“Patience, care, 
progressive coaching 
methods and thinking — 
this is the recipe for keep- 
ing a supply of real talent 
flowing into the 
mainstream of the game.” 

The style of Germany 
and Holland over recent 
years has often been 
described as “total foot- 
ball.” Schoen says the 
term means nothing. 

“It is just a catch- 
phrase invented by 
pseudo-experts,” he says. 

“Of course we want all- 
rounders and a system in 
which the players can ex- 
press themselves, but 
there will never be a team 
with 10 players constantly 
changing their roles within 
the framework of the 
general pattern. 

“We must 
specialists as well 

“Would you play a goal- 
poacher like Gerd Mueller 
at full back? 

“We try to be unpredic- 
table, catch the opposi- 
tion unaware, but this has 
nothing to do with 
meaningless slogans like 
total football." 

Schoen disagrees 
strongly with the current 
system of qualification for 
the World Cup finals, - 

“It must be, ensured 
that only the best teams 
go tq ‘the finals,” he says. 
“Geographical considera- 
tions must oe done away 
with and the strong Euro- 

ean countries shouldn't 

ave to eliminate each 
other while the Zaires and 
Haitis qualify. But the 
number of finalists should 
never exceed 16. Twenty

Paul Breitner, who went 
from Bayern Munich to Real 
Madrid and is now at 
Eintracht Braunschweig, 
says: “In my opinion the best 
football played in the last 10 
years was by the West 
German side of 1972 — the 
team that won 83-1 at 
Wembley and went on to win 
the European championship. 
This was the peak and since 
then | think the standard has 
gone downhill. 

“The West German team of 
1974 wasn't as good as the 
1972 side but it still won the 
World Cup. 

“In the last three years 
teams like Holland and 
Poland have declined rapidly 
and if a ‘medium’ team like 
Czechoslovakia just manages 
to beat a declining West Ger- 
many in the 1976 European 
final, we shouldn't throw our 
hats in the air. I'm quite wor- 
ried, because | think football 
in general is in a very 
dangerous situation. 

“There seems to be a 
world-wide decline in playing 
standards. 

“There is too much 
emphasis on defence and not 
enough flair and inspiration. 
Everyone wants to play to a 
system and there’s a negative 
attitude of wanting to* 
neutralise the opponents in- 
stead of going out and playing 
your own game. 

“!'m not convinced we'll 
see much good football in the 
1978 World Cup.” 

In contrast to the opinion of 
Breitner. who is out of the 
national team dué to several 
differences with the German 
Football Federation, is the 
opinion of Helenio Herera.

There are also many who 
disagree with Breitner’s opi- 
nion that Germany is declin- 
ing. Of 12 Argentinian 
national team players 
questioned, seven are con- 
vinced that Germany will re- 
tain the World Cup, while 
only four believe Argentina 
can win it, and one tips 
Brazil. 

Berti Vogts believes that 
Manfred Kaltz will prove a 
good replacement for

He therefore feels West 
Germany can retain the Cup, 
although no European team 
has ever won it in South 
America.
